171 BOMBING ATTACKS 


A romantic yet heroic tale can be, 


woven around the Canton-Hankow 
Railway, the 1,096-kilometer ife- 
Tine of China in the present war, 
which has. withstood zo less than 
171 aerial bombings from last Sep- 
tember to the end of February. _ 
_ No other line of communications 
in China has been subjected to as 
many attacks from the air as has 
the Yuen-Han line. The redson is 
not far to seek. Running through 
Hupeh, Hunan and Kwangiung, 
the railway connecis Wu-Han; 
China’s de facto capital, and Can- 
ton, South ‘China’s biggest me 
tropolis. : 


At Canton, the line is connected 
up with the Canton-Kowloon . Rail- 
way by a loop-line and the Canton- 
Hong Kong highway. Since the 
capitulation of Tientsin and Shang- 
_ hai, Hong Kong and Canton have 
' .become China’s main outlet to the 
sea. 


‘Not only that, from the Chuchow 
station south of Changsha one can 
Switch over io the Chekiang- 
Kiangsi Railway for N: anchang and 
Hangchow. Following _the -high- 
way from Changsha, the capital of 


'. Hunan province, one can go west- 


ward for Kweichow. From Heng- 
chow, another main station in 
Hunan, one can ‘travel by motor to 
Kwangsi. : 


BOMBED REGULARLY 


A trunk line with such military 
and economic significance can 
‘hardly escape the notice of the 
Japanese. Since last September, 2 
little more than half 2 month after 
the outbreak of the second Shang- 
hai War, the whole line has been 
receiving the attention of Japanese 
air raiders. oe 


Particularly severe have been 
the Japanese attacks on ‘Canton, 
ringtak and Lookong in Kwang- 
- tung, and Hengchow and Changsha 
in Hunan. On the other hand, 
scarcely has one day elapsed with- 
out the Japanese bombers “visit- 
ing” the Canton-Lokcheung section. 
Here, it is not uncommon for the 
Japanese to stage from four to five 
raids a day, the duration sometimes 
being as long as seven hours. 
' A rough estimate pleces the 
. number of missiles dropped by the 
invading machines at 1,994 be- 
tween September, 1937, and 
, February, 1938. In these six 
“ menths, there was at. least ~ one 
bombing on the line a day, while 
each kilometer of tracks received 
e average of two bombs. © 


What about the losses? Large 
Sections’ of tracks have been torn 
ep, there’s _no doubt about that. 
Craters drilled by the death-deazing 
Projectiies have made some stations 
look like bee-hives.
